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Proposals to change 
horse walk welcomed

ALTERATIONS could be made to a 
horse walk in Snailwell Road after 
many residents complained the 
road alongside had been made too 
narrow. 

Suffolk County Council is work¬ 
ing with Jockey Club Estates to 
“consider options” on the horse 
walk, which should enable an in¬ 
crease to the road width while still 
keeping horses and riders safe. 

They are also considering putting 
measures in on Snailwell Road to 
prevent parking on the footpath. 

At the same time, Jockey Club 
Estates has also proposed an exten¬ 
sion to the horse walk - which was 
built last year - to reach as far as 
Pegasus Stables. 

The news comes after a horse was 
killed on Snailwell Road on May 23. 

A lorry travelling down the road 
spooked a string of horses and one 
jumped into the road, slipped and 
fell. The horse had to be put down 
due to its injuries. 

Before any work goes ahead to 
widen the road, temporary signs 
will be erected to ensure drivers are 
aware of the narrow highway. 

In a letter to residents, county 
and district councillor Robin Mil¬ 


lar said: “Over the last couple of 
months I have been approached 
by residents, had briefings from 
County Highways Engineers, read 
various reports and met with repre¬ 
sentatives of Jockey Club Estates. It 
is clear from these that there have 
been several factors that combined 
to deliver the current horse walk ar¬ 
rangement. 

“These include a limited consul¬ 
tation with residents, design as¬ 
sumptions about drainage and fur¬ 
niture details, and avoiding existing 
services during the construction 


itself. It is also clear that aspects of 
the current arrangement are unsat¬ 
isfactory. 

“A recent safety audit concluded 
that the current arrangement, while 
not unsafe, could benefit from im¬ 
provements to maximise benefit, 
utility and safety for residents, rid¬ 
ers and horses.” 

Residents of Snailwell Road have 
previously complained that the 
horse walk had been built “twice as 
wide as it should have been” which 
had made the road “narrow and 
dangerous”. 

Arthur Roberts, who has raised 
issues with the horse walk for more 


than a year, welcomed the news. 

He said: “If everything is deliv¬ 
ered as they have said then this 
will be very good. This is all we are 
asking for. This would get the road 
back to normal.” 

And David Glover, a resident of 
Snailwell Road who wrote an open 
letter to the council last year urging 
them to address concerns, said: “It 
appears that the residents have fi¬ 
nally got through to the powers that 
be but we should not be compla¬ 
cent. We will need to keep the pres¬ 
sure on to ensure that this remedial 
work is approved and completed 
quickly.” 


Cllr Millar said: “There has been a 
lot of discussion amongst residents 
about these safety works; how they 
were agreed and what was built in 
2015. 

“Only last month we saw an 
equine fatality and rider injury 
further along this stretch of road, 
highlighting the real and immedi¬ 
ate problems faced on a daily basis 
by riders... I am hopeful we have 
found a way forward which max¬ 
imises safety and convenience of 
residents, horses, riders and road 
users.” 

Costings for the work on the 
horse walk are currently being in¬ 
vestigated, with work set to take 
eight to ten weeks. 

William Gittus, managing direc¬ 
tor of The Jockey Club, said: “We 
look forward to working with Suf¬ 
folk County Council Highways to 
hopefully try to find a resolution. 

“An extended horse walk will also 
enable horses from Pegasus stables 
to get down to the existing horse 
walk without having to walk down 
the road as they do now.”

GETTING in, out and around 
Newmarket is set to get a lot 
easier thanks to a number of 
improved and new services 
from a local group to con¬ 
nect communities. 

The Voluntary Network, 
based on All Saints Road in 
Newmarket, have launched 
a new bus service to Cam¬ 
bridge and Haverhill. 

The 225 service will be 
timetabled between New¬ 
market and Haverhill from 
Monday to Friday 

The new Sunday demand 
responsive transport service 
will link Newmarket with 
Haverhill and Cambridge 
on two bus routes, running 
from 9.30am until 5.30pm. 

Newmarket’s Dial a Ride 
service and Suffolk Links are 
also coming under a new 
name - Connecting Com¬ 
munities. 

The service will assist the 
public who are finding it dif¬ 
ficult to use public transport, 
and can provide connections 
to bus and train links.

If no bus or train links are 
available, they will also offer 
end to end journeys. 

Traditional door to door 
services will still be avail¬ 
able, as Dial a Ride provided, 
for people who need more 
support in their journeys. 

Caroline Robinson, gen¬ 
eral manager of The Volun¬ 
tary Network, told the News : 
“All traditional community 
transport services are all 
coming under a new um¬ 
brella. It will all be one thing 
under one phone number to 
make it easier for passengers 
and we can link them all to 
different services. 

“In the rural transport 
survey there was a clear de¬ 
mand for a Sunday service 
and to travel to Cambridge 
on a Sunday. We have man¬ 
aged to put on this demand 
responsive service so people 
are able to ring up and book 


a place so we can take them 
between Newmarket and 
Cambridge.” 

Suffolk County Council 
were behind setting up a 
new model for rural trans¬ 
port across the county. 

lames Finch, cabinet 
member for highways and 
transport, said: “We have 
listened closely to the com¬ 
munities that use the ser¬ 
vices and have undertaken 
full impact assessments to 
understand the challenges 
faced by different users. 

“I am really pleased with 
how the new services are 
being provided. There will 
simply be one phone num¬ 
ber for residents to use to get 
the service they need in their 
community.” 

The service will now have 
a single point of contact on a 
booking line, open Monday 
to Friday from 8am to 4pm. 

The booking line for both 
services is 01638 664304. 

The new services started 
on Monday.

Man in court for burglaries and theft

Man, 32, denies 
‘chilling threat’ 


AN accused kidnapper alleg¬ 
edly made a “chilling” threat 
to set his victim on fire at a 
petrol station, a court heard. 

Perry Twinley, 32, of Mar¬ 
ket Street in Soham, and 
Kevin Smith, 37, appeared at 
Cambridge Crown Court. 

They deny accusations of 
kidnapping and assaulting 
a man in the belief he could 
settle a dispute between the 
two of them. 

Smith also denies using 
threatening behaviour to in¬ 
timidate a witness and per¬ 
vert the course of justice. 

A jury heard that, in July 
or August last year, there had 
been a party in the alleged 
victim’s block of flats which 
Smith and Twinley attended. 

Prosecuting, Adam Pear¬ 
son said Smith, of Desmonds 
Close in Hauxton, had taken 
a woman with him and spent 
the night in the flat, with 
the alleged victim having to 
spend the night at a neigh¬ 
bour’s. 

The court was told Twinley 
believed his wife had spent 
the night with Smith, so 
smashed his way into the flat 
on August 12.

Mr Pearson said Twinley 
believed the man could act 
as a witness to confirm the 
infidelity had occurred. 

The court heard the al¬ 
leged victim was “dragged 
by his hair” by Twinley and 
forced, at knife-point, to get 
into a waiting van. 

It is alleged Twinley drove 
the three of them [Smith and 
the alleged victim], clutch¬ 
ing the knife all the way, out 
to a travellers’ site in Soham 
where his sister lived. 

The alleged victim told 
Twinley he had not seen her 
in the flat after being shown 
pictures. 

Mr Pearson said: “On the 
drive back, Mr Smith drove 
and Mr Twinley continued to 
make threats of serious vio¬ 
lence, threatening to stab the 
alleged victim and threaten¬ 
ing to push him out of the 
moving van. 

“At 4.15am they stopped 
at a BP garage on Hunting¬ 
don Road and that is where 


Mr Twinley issued a chilling 
threat. He asked Mr Smith to 
go to buy some petrol. He in¬ 
dicated that petrol would be 
used to set fire to the victim.” 

However Mustapha 

Hakme, speaking on behalf 
of Twinley, accused the vic¬ 
tim of being paranoid and 
having a history of exagger¬ 
ating events. 

Defending Twinley, Mr 
Hakme questioned whether 
jurors could find the com¬ 
plainant’s evidence viable as 
he claimed the man was an 
alcoholic at the time, on pre¬ 
scribed medication and also 
using legal highs and class A 
drugs. 

He said there had been 
‘five or six previous false re¬ 
ports’ of kidnap and theft 
made by the complainant, 
adding that both defendants 
not taking to the stand did 
not prove their guilt. 

Jurors were told by Smith’s 
defence that people the 
complainant associated with 
were so concealed in alcohol 
and drug-taking that “even 
the most unlikely of situa¬ 
tions could be imagined”.

Bev meets pupils 
who rescued him 
after horrific fall 


A PENSIONER has personally 
thanked the “phenomenal” students 
who rushed to his aid when he se¬ 
verely broke his leg in two places. 

Bev Lorking, 75, from Soham, was 
walking his greyhound Pat when his 
left foot slipped horizontally into a 
hole in the ground. 

His foot was in an awkward posi¬ 
tion and he was in excruciating pain 
and screaming for help. He has two 
artificial knees and wasn’t able to 
simply lift his foot out of the hole 
and his leg started to slip in further 
and further. 

Every time he tried to pull his foot 
out of the hole or remove his shoe 
from his foot, he says he could “hear 
bones cracking”. 

Bev, who lives in College Road 
with his wife, Lee, eventually man¬ 
aged to go down on his side and 
dragged himself along the footpath, 
still crying out for help. 

It was as he got near the fence sur¬ 
rounding Soham Village College’s 
playing field that Bev’s cries for help 
were finally heard - by a group of 
eight students who had stayed be¬ 
hind after school for a game of foot¬ 
ball. 

All eight - Jamie Brown, Aiden 
Harlock, Alex Metcalfe, Ben Storey, 
Zach Peacock, Adam Drewery, Jake 
Barnes and George Freeman - aban-

doned their kick-about and rushed 
to Bev’s help. 

Bev had broken both his tibia and 
his fibula in his left leg - breakages 
so severe that it took emergency ser¬ 
vices nearly four hours to get him off 
the ground. 

Recalling the incident, which hap¬ 
pened at around 5.15pm on Friday, 
May 20, Lee, 74, said: “I have never 
heard a man scream like it in my life; 
Bev was in agony. 

“The breaks were so bad that the 
emergency services weren’t able to 
get him off the ground until 9.30pm. 

“They were absolutely amazing 
but so too were the college boys. 

“One of them dialled 999, two of 
them came to my house to tell me 
what had happened, a couple of 
them were standing at the end of the 
Millenium Footpath to show the am¬ 
bulance drivers where we were and 
two of them even ran about a mile 
across fields to catch our dog, who 
had decided to go off on an adven¬ 
ture. 

“All eight of them stayed with us 
for hours and didn’t get to finish 
their football game. They were phe¬ 
nomenal and they are a credit to 


their families and their school.” 

Bev was taken to Addenbrooke’s 
and, after an operation the following 
day, he was eventually allowed to re¬ 
turn home the following Wednesday. 

But it will be at least six months 
before he is able to stand properly 
again. 

The couple wrote a letter to the 
Ely News thanking the students, who 
they did not know by name, for their 
efforts that evening. 

The Ely News then contacted the 
college and last Friday, Bev was in¬ 
vited along to the school to meet the 
students who helped him. 

Lee said: “It was really emotional 
actually. All the lads said they just 
did what anyone else would have 
done, but what they did for us that 
evening will never be forgotten.” 

The pupils were not only thanked 
personally by their principal, Dr Ca- 
rin Taylor, but were also due to be 
given a special mention in assem¬ 
blies this week - and given special 
treatment in the school canteen.

Hope’s ‘extraordinary 
courage inspired others’

PRIME Minister David Cam¬ 
eron has written to the par¬ 
ents of the UK’s youngest 
organ donor saying her “ex¬ 
traordinary courage” will in¬ 
spire others to register. 

Emma, 32, and Drew Lee, 
51, of Newmarket, were left 
heartbroken when they 
found out 13 weeks into the 
pregnancy that one of their 
twins, Hope, had Anen- 
cephaly, a condition which 
prevents the brain and skull 
from developing properly. 

Despite this, the couple 
decided to continue with the 
pregnancy and donate her 
organs when the time came 
- something which is par¬ 
ticularly rare in someone so 
young. 

Little Hope, who was born 
in November along with her 
brother Josh, gave her kid¬ 
neys to an adult and was 
also able to donate liver cells 
to treat patients waiting for 
a liver transplant after she 
died just 74 minutes after 
she was born. 

Drew, who has since be¬ 
come a campaigner to get 
more people on the organ 
donor register, sent an email 
to Mr Cameron earlier this 
year asking him if he had 
plans to implement Wales’ 
‘opt out policy’ in England, 
which means people will au¬ 
tomatically be organ donors 
unless they object. 

Mr Cameron, whose 
young son Ivan died in 2009, 
wrote back about a month 
later: “Allow me to extend 
my deepest condolences to 
you and your wife Emma, on 
Hope’s passing. As someone 
who knows how painful it is 
to lose a child, my thoughts 
and prayers are with you

Man, 37, 
arrested 
after rape 
allegation 

A 37-YEAR-OLD man from 
Newmarket has been arrested on 
suspicion of rape.

both during this difficult 
time.” 

In his letter, Mr Cameron 
also praised their courage 
in deciding to donate Hope’s 
organs. “However devastat¬ 
ing your feelings of loss, you 
made an amazing decision 
and you must gain some 
comfort from knowing how 
much good came from such 
a short life,” he said. “Hope’s 
story, which I know was 
widely shared by the media 
and touched people across 
our country, will have in¬ 
spired people of all ages to 
join the organ donor regis¬ 
ter.” 

Drew, who is now cared 
for by Emma after he was in 
a motorbike crash in 2009, 
said they were stunned when 
a letter dropped through 


their door marked “The 
Prime Minister, 10 Downing 
Street.” 

“It was a lovely letter,” he 
told the News. “It was quite 
personal and very kind, we 
were quite surprised to get it 
as he’s a busy man. It could 
have ended up in a pile in 
the bin, I didn’t expect to get 
a reply.” 

Drew has since emailed 
Mr Cameron, asking to meet 
him in person to discuss the 
possibility of the ‘opt out 
policy’ in England. 

“I’m not going to sit back 
and do nothing,” he added. 
“I feel this is my cause now. 
Although I can’t work I can 
still make a lot of noise. 

“I’m going to battle for all 
those people who can’t get 
organs.”

FOLLOWING the front page article in 
the News last year appealing for first 
responders, I put in an application. 

Unfortunately it was declined 
on the grounds that I couldn't 
fit it around my current shift 
pattern working as an Operating 
Department Practitioner, and also 
my car lease company would not 
cover the insurance for carrying 
medical devices in my vehicle. I 
was disappointed, and have been 
following the story of the progress 
of first responders in Newmarket 
since, as I believe it is such a valuable 
resource, and a good initiative to 
try and address the shortage in 
paramedics and ambulances. 

Upon reading the article last week 
that there would be first responders 
stationed at the Heath my first 
reaction was of anger. 

The whole point of being a first 
responder is that you are 'on call', I 
feel that this should mean that you 
are on call to cover wherever you are 
needed; whether that be a fall in a 
supermarket, a collapse on the High 
Street or a rider on the Heath. 

The fact that the Heath would have 
dedicated first responders was yet 
another example of how horse riding 
in the town of Newmarket is given 
priority over all the other people who 
live and work in the town. 

The allocation of first responders 
should be determined by the priority 
of the emergency. 

However, I welcome the suggestion 
that Mr Jeffery made in this week's 
article of trainers paying for an 
ambulance stationed at the Heath 
through the Heath Tax. 

Similarly to the way that 
Hampstead residents in London, are 
paying extra council tax for more beat 
police, if they feel there is demand 
for a dedicated emergency service, 
then they should be willing to pay 
for it. 

I fully appreciate that riders who 
fall are at risk of serious injury and 
trauma, I have experienced this 
in my career, and I know that first 
responders would be life savers in 
these situations. 

To question the skills of first 
responders in comparison to 
paramedics is unfair. They are trained 
volunteers, yes. But basic care in 
the first few minutes is essential to 
positive outcomes.

Please tell us 
you're coming 

AFTER a traumatic and aggressive 
encounter with a cyclist in 
Balsham while riding my horse, I 
wanted to clear up some common 
misconceptions about horses and give 
some advice on approaching horses 
when on a bicycle. 

Firstly, horses are not bombproof. 
Although some are experienced and 
very well behaved, some are young 
and inexperienced and the only way 
to teach them is to take them out onto 
roads and bridleways. 

Horses are flight animals and 
when they are frightened, their first 
instinct is to turn and run. Admittedly, 
what frightens a horse may not be 
immediately obvious. It could be a 
bag in the hedge or a bird in a tree. 
Whatever it is, it is best to give horses 
a wide berth. 

A bicycle is virtually silent so a horse 
will not always hear you approaching 
from behind, particularly if they are 
busy concentrating on all the scary 
things that might jump out of the 
hedge! 

A good indication of which 
direction a horse is listening is to take 
a look at its ears. If they are pricked 


put through paces

out for one of the scary things that 
may jump out of a bush in front it and 
hasn't noticed you at all. 

If you are on a bicycle and 
approaching a horse from behind, it is 
a good idea to make yourself known. 

A "hello" or "coming through" is 
all that is necessary for both horse 
and rider to know you are there and 
prepare themselves for you passing. 
Most horses don't mind. 

In fact, a very courteous riding club 
all recently announced their presence 
from around 30 feet behind me, 
giving me ample time to turn to face 
them and my horse stood happily, 
watching them pass. 

This is in vast contrast to the one 
cyclist on a by-way who passed within 
a foot of my horse, startling us both 
and then, when my horse was in a 
state of panic, turning and shouting at 
me to get out of his way! 

On a final note, please be assured 
that riders want everyone to stay safe. 
If a rider asks a cyclist to pass a horse 
wide and slow, it is as likely that they 
don't want you to get kicked as it is 
for their own safety.

RESIDENTS and councillors 
fighting plans by Network 
Rail to close a pedestrian lev¬ 
el crossing were able to have 
their say at a consultation on 
Saturday 

Network Rail propose to 
close the crossing off Cricket 
Field Road. 

The consultation for resi¬ 
dents was held in Bury St 
Edmunds. 

Robin Millar, district and 
county councillor for New¬ 
market, attended the event 
and said he disagreed with 
a number of points made by 
Network Rail. 

He told the News : “You can 
understand that Network 
Rail wants to manage risk 
but the fact of the matter lo¬ 
cally is that we know there is 
not any safety risk. Incidents 
at the crossing have not been 
accidents. 

“There are no buses south 
of the lines. People have to 
cross for that. Doctors and 
dentists are all north so peo¬ 
ple have to cross the lines. 

“The crossing is a key part 
of a lot of people’s daily lives. 
It is really important that we 
fight this and people share 
their objections.” 

Wayne Berry, a resident 
who is opposing the pro¬ 
posals, said he thought the 
whole thing was “out of or¬ 
der”. 

He said: “The excuse they 
are using for safety I totally 
disagree with. Over the years 
we have had three suicides - 
only one of those has been 
at the crossing. And if some¬ 
one is in that frame of mind, 
shutting those gates will not 
stop them. 

“Closing this is going to 
cause so much disruption 
for people. The route they 
have proposed is a very unvi- 
able option, particularly for 
pensioners or mothers with 
young children in tow. 

“You could be talking an 
extra half an hour or 40 min¬ 
utes if you’ve got young chil¬ 
dren with you.” 

Businesses would also be 
affected by the closure, he 
said.

Pat Collins, from the All 
Saints area, said she had 
lived in the area since 1965 
and there had “never been 
any problems with safety”. 

She said: “Years ago there 
were double tracks plus a 
marshalling yard so why now 
when there is only a single 
track do they want to close 
it? 

“Imagine what it would be 
like for parents taking chil¬ 
dren to school and for elder¬ 
ly people trying to get into 
town for shopping or visits 
to the doctor who would 
have to take a more circui¬ 
tous route.” 

Peter Hulbert, town coun¬ 
cillor and member of MAR- 
PA, the Mid Anglia Rail Pas¬ 
sengers Association, also 
attended the exhibition. 

He told Network Rail rep¬ 
resentatives the proposed 
route was not sufficient to 
replace the existing crossing. 

He said: “We hope they 
will listen and take our views 
on board before they make 
any decisions.” 

Cllr Millar has said he 
would be exploring whether 
the crossing could be a right 
of way. But Network Rail said 


they had already raised it - 
and the council said it was 
not. 

Cllr Millar said the route 
being a right of way would 
not be enough to keep it 
open, but would be “a start”. 

He said: “Even when the 
crossing was much bigger 
with sidings, there was still 
an established usage.” 

Residents say the crossing 
has been used since 1926. 

A Network Rail spokesper¬ 
son said: “Feedback from us¬ 
ers of the crossings is essen¬ 
tial to inform our plans and 
that is why we set up consul¬ 
tation sessions. 

“The responses we have 
gathered at those sessions 
and via the website will be 
used to update our plans 
which will be presented at 
another round of consulta¬ 
tion events later in the year.”

IT’S not an easy task to pack up a 
whole museum and move it safe¬ 
ly to a new location. 

But it has to be done - and the 
National Heritage Centre for Rac¬ 
ing and Sporting Art in Newmar¬ 
ket has secured a dedicated team 
of volunteers to help with the 
mammoth job as they get set for 
their new royal venue. 

The museum has been running 
its volunteering programme for 
L8 months and has already seen 
80 people take on a role, donating 
more than 3,500 hours. 

And to celebrate National Vol¬ 
unteers Week, which ended on 
Monday, four volunteers have 
told us exactly what the task in¬ 
volves. 

Four volunteers meet every 
Tuesday and are currently clean¬ 
ing, conserving and packing 
away one collection ready for the 
reopening in October. They are 
looking after the Roberts Veteri¬ 
nary Collection, which will take 
centre stage of the Veterinary 
Gallery at the Heritage Centre. 

Before it can be moved, every 
item must be catalogued, cleaned 
and packed for storage. 

Wendy Smith, Jean Miller, Ali¬ 
son McKenzie and Jenny Ricketts 
are taking on the task. 

Since February last year, the 
volunteers have given more than 
600 hours to the museum, clean¬ 
ing over 4,400 objects. 

Wendy got involved because 
of her love of horses, racing and 
Newmarket. She said: “We’re a 
small team and this is work I’ve 
never done before but is related 
to horses, and I’m learning some¬ 
thing new.” 

Jean said that she wanted to do 
something interesting and stimu¬ 
lating, whilst helping with some¬ 
thing worthwhile, while for Jenny 
it was her interest in the history 
of racing and veterinary medi¬ 


cine that attracted her to the task. 

Alison looks forward to the 
weekly meeting for a number of 
reasons. She said: “I enjoy meet¬ 
ing people from different back¬ 
grounds and experiences, and 
finding out about an area that I 
have little knowledge about.” 

Colleagues from William Hill 
bookmakers also gave up their 
time last week to tidy up the gar¬ 
den of Palace House Gardens. 

The volunteers travelled from 
as far as Kent to take part, as part 
of the company’s Closer to Home 
community Initiative. 

The gardens have been over¬ 
grown for the past decade while 
the site was unoccupied, but 
were once a 320 sq m royal walled 
garden. 


Hazel Courtley, volunteer co¬ 
ordinator for Palace House, said: 
“We really enjoyed working with 
the volunteers and they did a fan¬ 
tastic job helping to clear the gar¬ 
dens at Palace House.” 

New volunteering roles will be 
opening at the museum shortly, 
including gardening, meeting 
and greeting visitors, and help¬ 
ing visitors engage with new dis¬ 
plays.

MPs call for 
A14 junction 
improvements

TWO MPs have backed calls 
for improvements to a vital 
junction in and out of New¬ 
market. 

MP Matthew Hancock, 
representing West Suffolk, 
and MP Lucy Frazer, rep¬ 
resenting South East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, have met with 
Andrew Jones MP, secretary 
of state for transport to raise 
issues with traffic on the 
A142. 

Mr Hancock was par¬ 
ticularly concerned about 
delays at junction 37 and 
rat-running through the vil¬ 
lages, between the All and 
A14. 

He said: “We had a very 
constructive meeting with 
the roads minister and he 
has asked people to feed in 
what the problems are along 
the A14. 

“We told him of the prob¬ 
lems at the A14/A142 junc¬ 
tion in Newmarket, and of 
the problem of rat-running 
through Kentford and Red 
Lodge because of a lack of a 
right turn between the A14 
and All.” 

The Department for 
Transport has agreed that 
improvement is needed and 
is set to take on a consulta¬ 
tion as the first step of the 
process. 

Mr Hancock added: “All 
local people will be able to 
have their say during the 
consultation and I’d urge

people to make their views 
known.” 

Ms Frazer said: “There is 
strong local support, both 
from residents and councils, 
for road improvements in 
the area. 

“Currently too much traf¬ 
fic on the A14 and A142 
means that drivers are of¬ 
ten forced to make unsafe 
choices when trying to navi¬ 
gate junction 37. 

“It is clear that a solution 
is needed.” 

The junction has long 
been a talking point in 
Newmarket, with the vast 
amount of traffic cited as a 
reason why Hatchfield Farm 
should not go ahead. 

Exning Parish Council 
raised its concerns when the 
400-home Hatchfield Farm 
plans went before the coun¬ 
cil. 

The letter said the junc¬ 
tion was already “currently

runing to capacity” and had 
“regular major congestion 
issues along the A142 every 
day”, as well as “dangerous 
queues” of traffic backing 
up the A14. 

The two MPs asked Mr 
Jones to look at improving 
access and infrastructure 
in the area, which they said 
would bring “clear econom¬ 
ic benefits”. 

Ms Frazer added: “I am 
delighted that the Depart¬ 
ment of Transport has con¬ 
sidered these concerns, and 
I look forward to working 
together with local councils, 
Highways England and the 
department to find a viable 
solution.”

These businesses include 
Cooper’s Garage, who re¬ 
cently moved to new prem¬ 
ises in Mildenhall. 

Steve Cooper, owner of 
the garage, said: “After mov¬ 
ing into our new prem¬ 
ises in Hampstead Avenue, 
Mildenhall, we were soon 
approached by the council 
about the possibility of hav-

ing solar panels installed on 
the roof. 

“My main concern was to 
limit any disruption during 
the installation but the con¬ 
tractors were only on site for 
three days and the disrup¬ 
tion was minimal. 

“We are now saving 30 per 
cent on our daytime elec¬ 
tricity rate and recommend 
that other businesses con¬ 
sider this opportunity.” 

Since the scheme was 
started last year, 16 sites 
across West Suffolk have 
signed up, with a combined 
annual saving on their elec¬ 
tricity of £16,000. 

Cllr Lance Stanbury For¬ 
est Heath District Council’s 
cabinet member for plan¬ 
ning and growth said: “Our 
Rent a Roof scheme is ben¬ 
eficial to both businesses, 
the environment and our 
council tax payers. 

“By the council renting 


roofs of local businesses on 
which to install solar panels, 
the businesses benefit from 
buying cheaper electricity 
generated from the council’s 
equipment, the council ben¬ 
efits through selling the en¬ 
ergy which covers the costs 
and helps support services 
and simultaneously the en¬ 
vironment benefits from the 
green energy produced. 

“This is a superb dem¬ 
onstration of how this local 
authority is working with lo¬ 
cal business to help cut their 
costs, boost the economy 
and save tax payers money 
at the same time.”

‘Great loss’ of

An airman who died in a 
crash in Lakenheath on 
Tuesday has been remem¬ 
bered by his workplace.

Cool Compost Crew through to 
grand final of Shell Bright Ideas 


COMPOST boxes created 
by Newmarket Academy 
students which create power 
from the heat have taken a 
place in a national science 
competition. 

The four students, Dan 
Spinks, India Jee, Jadey 
Pongnop and Aaron Martin, 
all 13, named the Cool 
Compost Crew, came up 
with the initiative as part 
of the Shell Bright Ideas 
challenge. 

They were among 
12 winners around the 


country and won prizes of 
£1,500 for STEM (science,

COURTS 

MPs work for 
‘local justice’ 


MPs are working to ensure 
that residents in West Suf¬ 
folk still have access to jus¬ 
tice after Bury St Edmunds 
magistrates’ court closes - 
which could be as soon as 
next month. 

Residents in the west of 
the county were promised 
“alternative arrangements 
for justice” when the court 
closure was announced, but 
what these will be is not yet 
clear. 

MP for Bury St Edmunds 
Jo Churchill called a meet¬ 
ing last week to find out 
more about what will hap¬ 
pen after the court shuts. 

She met with representa¬ 
tives from HM Courts and 
Tribunal Service as well as 
local leaders and stakehold¬ 
ers at Ipswich magistrates 
court. 

MP for West Suffolk Mat¬ 
thew Hancock, who repre¬ 
sents Newmarket, was not 
able to attend, but has been 
working with Mrs Churchill 
to ensure that alternative

options are provided for his 
constituents. 

He said: “Jo Churchill and 
I are working closely togeth¬ 
er to ensure there is local 
access to justice. We have al¬ 
ready secured the commit¬ 
ment that the Government 
will look at options for how 
that can be delivered and we 
will keep making the case.” 

Mrs Churchill said she 
had called the meeting to 
gain clarity on the closure so 
that her constituents known 
what the future of local jus¬ 
tice will look like. 

Once the closure goes 
ahead later this year, New¬ 
market residents will have 
to make a round trip of 81 
miles to Ipswich or more 
than 101 miles to Norwich 
in order to get to court. Cur¬ 
rently, the journey to Bury St 
Edmunds is about 30 miles. 

It was announced in Feb¬ 


ruary that Bury St Edmunds 
Magistrates’ Court and Fam¬ 
ily Court, in the town’s Hon¬ 
ey Hill, would be one of 86 
courts across the country to 
close, as part of a plan by the 
government to save £500m. 

During a consultation pe¬ 
riod on the closure, 132 peo¬ 
ple wrote in, with many rais¬ 
ing concerns about issues 
such as transport and access 
to justice. One suggested us¬ 
ing Cambridge magistrates’ 
court as an alternative 
court, as it is nearer to many 
West Suffolk residents than 
Ipswich. 

But the court is set to be 
closed as it was only being 
used to 59 per cent of its to¬ 
tal capacity. 

No specific date has been 
announced for the closure, 
but a government docu¬ 
ment states it will be be¬ 
tween July and September 
this year, meaning that resi¬ 
dents could need alternative 
arrangements for justice as 
soon as next month.

Secret garden... 


T HE grounds of Abbots Ripton Hall 
are best-known for hosting cult 
music festival The Secret Garden 
Party. But the plot keeps a secret of its 
own: along with the 200-acre festival 
site, it's home to the most amazing 
eight-and-a-half acre garden. 

Owned by the De Ramsey family, the 
garden is strictly private: a vast lake 
acts as bouncer during festival season, 
keeping (all but a rogue few) partygoers 
out. 

However, once every two years, 
the De Ramseys do open the garden 
to the public: held in aid of a host of 
good causes, such as children's charity 
Dreamdrops and Cambridgeshire Red 
Cross, they hold a two-day Garden 
Show. 

Back for 2016, this year's event takes 
place on June 25 and 26, promising 
not only a chance to enjoy the garden, 
but also four 'Chelsea standard' show 
plots, plant stalls and talks, a food fair,

Highlights of the garden itself 
include the park, with its collection of 
fledgling red-listed oaks; the ox- and 
cowslip-planted meadow, with its 
view down to that enormous lake; the 
various avenues which open invitingly 
off the bowling-green lawn, leading, 
among other things, to an ethereal 
white border; the rose circle, with its 
fragrant concentric planting and focal 
Millennium Sundial (handiwork of 


architect Peter Foster, 'surveyor of the 
fabric' at Westminster Abbey); the 
packed double herbaceous border, 
iined with soldierly cylinders of clipped 
yew; and the grey border, pocketed 
with Beth Chatto-designed gravel 
planting. 

All tended by head gardener Gavin 
Smith and just two assistants, there's 
also an interesting bog garden, a mini 
arboretum and a long, L-shaped rose 
arch, which, like the circle, comes 
into its own just in time for the garden 
show.

ENGLAND IN FRANCE: Expenses warning 


FOOTBALL fans driving in France 
during Euro 2016 could rack up 
hundreds of pounds in toll charges, 
according to a new study. 

Motorists following England all the 
way to the final could pay up to £326 
in motorway fees for just seven games, 
Post Office Travel Money warned. 

The most expensive toll charges for 
a single trip by supporters of the home 
nations is £82, which Northern Ireland 
fans face if they drive from Calais to 
Nice for their opening game against 
Poland. 

The "budget alternative" for driving 
in France would be to use trunk roads, 
the report added. 

In addition to toll charges, England 
supporters will already have to fork out 
up to £479 for petrol or £411 for diesel 
if they take the quickest driving routes, 
covering 3,919 miles to get to the final 
in Paris on July 10.

U K CARS are among the best 
kept in the world, according 
to a new study. 

Annual spending on the service 
and repair of a UK car is an 
average of £695 - 12 per cent 
more than the global figure, the 
report by the Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders 
(SMMT) said. 

The research also found there 
are fewer cars in disrepair, 
generating excess pollution or 
needing new brakes on UK 
roads compared to many other 
countries. 

Mike Hawes, SMMT chief 
executive, said: "The UK's 
after-market is one of the most 
competitive in the world and 
plays a critical role in keeping 
Britain's 30 million-plus cars 
roadworthy. 

"Robust competition and 
a strong independent sector 
have helped reduce the cost 
of vehicle ownership in the UK 
and provided greater choice to 
consumers. 

"For this growth to be sustained, 
however, the sector must stay 


abreast of evolving vehicle 
technologies and changing 
mobility patterns." 

The report calculated that the 
after-market sector generates 
£12.2 billion for the UK and 
supports 345,000 jobs. 


The SMMT report noted that 
spending on personal cars is often 
lower than the overall average, 
with fleet and leasing companies 
being more likely to follow the 
manufacturer's recommended 
maintenance schedules.

Hampshire's 
spinning all-rounder Dawson will 
provide a versatile option. 

Mills has helped Sussex enjoy a 
good NatWest T20 Blast campaign 
so far this summer, with the team 
sitting second in the South Group 
after four matches. 

Mills, Malan and Dawson were 
the notable inclusions as England 
named two squads for their limited- 
overs games against the touring Sri 
Lankans. 

None of those three featured 
in the 14-man party for the five 
one-day internationals, which will 
precede the one-off T20 game. 

National selector James Whitaker 
said: "The T20 squad has a 
balanced feel to it with an exciting 
blend of youth and experience.

in the Irish Guineas. 

Although drawn out wide in stall 
seven, Frankie Dettori was quick 
to get the easy-to-back 6-1 chance 
over to the running rail and slot in 
behind the pacemaking Cymric as 
both his chief market rivals, French

Guineas winner The Gurkha and 
his Curragh conqueror Awtaad, 
held positions near to the rear of 
the field. 

Waiting for the right moment to 
make his move, Dettori sent the 
A1 Shaqab Racing-owned three- 
year-old on past Cymric at the two- 
furlong pole in what was to be a 
race-winning move. 

In a contest which was billed as the 
race of the meeting, the finish did not 
disappoint as both The Gurkha and 
Awtaad moved through to set up an 
enthralling final furlong between the 
three Classic heroes. 

Asked by Dettori for his all out in 
front, Galileo Gold responded in the 
fashion of a champion to pull out more 
and deny The Gurkha by a length and 


a quarter, with Awtaad a further half a 
length away back in third. 

Palmer said: “I’m speechless. I 
am not sure we turned it round as 
he ran a huge race in Ireland. I have 
said quite a lot in the press this 
week that he was not able to use his 
stride in Ireland. 

“The difference today was the 
horse’s stride was never broken. 
Frankie got him into the most magnif¬ 
icent rhythm. It showed that in every 
level of sport you need everything to 
go right. Everything went right today 
and he won. He is a remarkable colt 

“No one knows their way around 
here better than Frankie Dettori. 
One of the great treats of the horse 
being owned by A1 Shaqab is I am 
able to call on Frankie and he takes 
a lot of variables out. 

“He was so quick out of the stalls 


we just borrowed the Godolphin 
pacemaker. 

“He has five-furlong speed and 
everyone could see that today, 
and you could see in the first two 
furlongs why he didn’t run in the 
Derby as Frankie was restraining 
him at championship mile pace. 

“I think it is fair to say he has 
proved himself to be the best three- 
year-old colt in Europe.” 

As to where Galileo Gold will 
appear next Palmer indicated it will 
be all systems go to next month’s 
Sussex Stakes at Glorious Goodwood. 

He added: “I don’t think he will go 
to the Eclipse. If he had got beaten 
today and Frankie had said let’s 
go the mile-and-a-quarter route it 
would have come under considera¬ 
tion, but they have got to come and 
beat us in the Sussex Stakes now.”

Newmarket 
options for 
Charline on 
Euro target 

MARCO Botti is desperate to win 
a Group One in Europe with Euro 
Charline before she heads off to 
the Breeders' Cup. 

Already a Grade One winner in 
America, she has been second in 
Dubai and in the Lockinge most 
recently, suggesting a top-level prize 
should be well within her range. 

If all goes to plan, her chances 
will come in the Falmouth Stakes 
and the Sun Chariot, both at 
Newmarket over a mile. 

"We'll take her straight to the 
Falmouth and I'm really pleased 
with her," said Newmarket-based 
Botti. 

"We want to spread her races 
out this season if we are going to 
the Breeders' Cup as she started 
in Dubai. March to October 
would be a big ask. 

"We're thinking she'll probably 
have a summer break after the 
Falmouth, and then come back 
for a race in September, which 
will probably be the Sun Chariot. 

"I'm keen to stay at a mile 
in Europe with her, but at the 
Breeders' Cup she'll have no 
problems over 10 furlongs on a 
tight track, she's run over nine and 
a half in Dubai and got it well. 

"Last year she had no luck at 
all, she's a Grade One winner in 
the States but I'd love to get one 
in Europe, she deserves it." 

■ Mick Appleby insists plans for 
Danzeno have not changed with 
a shot at next month's Darley July 
Cup at Newmarket still very much 
on the cards. 

Despite the five-year-old having 
to settle for second best in a Listed 
event at Salisbury on Sunday, the 
Danethorpe handler has stressed it 
is full steam ahead for the Group 
One prize on July 9. 

It will be the second year in a row 
that Danzeno has lined up in the 
six-furlong contest at the July Course, 
after finishing fifth 12 months ago. 

Appleby said: "He ran a good 
race but the winner (Don't Touch) 
just got first run on him and he is 
a very good horse. 

"The draw didn't help, but I just 
think he had that bit too much 
ground to make up as he was 
flying at the finish. 

"He will go for the July Cup 
now, all being well. I think he can 
turn around the form with the 
winner and I think he goes there 
with a good chance." 
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
